Of a peculiar Lead-Ore of Germany > and the Vfe 
thereof. 

There was, not long fince^fent hither out of Germany from an 
inquifitive Phyfician^a Lift of fevzvzl Minerals and Earths of that 
Country, and of Hungary, together with a Specimen of each of 
them : among which there was a kind oiLead-Qre which is more 
confiderable than all the reft, becaufe of its lingular ufe for Ef- 
[ays upon the Coppell, feeing that there is not any other Mettal 
mixed with it. 'Tis found in thtVpperTalatinate^t a place called 
Freyung, and there are two forts of it> whereof one is a kind of 
Cryftalline Stone, and almoft all good Leads the other not fo 
rich, and more farinaceous. By the information, coming along 
with it, they are fetchc, not from under the ground, but, the 
Mines of that place having lain Jong negkdled.by reafonofthe 
Wars of Germany and theincreafe of Waters, the people, living
